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Small Pox In KfUtucky. 

According to the report of the Ken- 
tucks Board of Health made to Gov. 
Beckham by Or J. N. MeOwmick 
there have been U^sn eases of the 
small pox treated in tbe State within 
two years. It bas ^bea scattered 
throughout 106 of tbe 119 eonntles of 
tbe State. There were only 184 deaths 
a percentage of fatalities of only 1.63. 
There were 382.280 persons vaccinated. 
The expense to the counties and mu- 
nicipalities in cash expended was $308;- 
271, and the loss through quarantine 
business interests is estimated at 
$734,000. The State Treasurer has 
been called upon for $7,000, which was 
expended fur the operating of tbe 
State Department of Health.

One of the bills Introduced In the 
Loj,Mslature requires all trains to stop 
at county seats. At lirst thought, 
this appears til 1h' a pretty good idea, 
but a little study will sliuw that it is 
not right. In tlie lirst place, the rail- 
roads have almost Ijeen -iegislated " 
out of Kentucky, and those we have 
are so hampered ijy unjust laws, that 
if the companies cetuld rt UiMvc their 
prope r ty, tliey would doubtless do .so. 
Bat as to the stopping of all trains at 
every Uttle pig path, this is the most 
oajost step yet. No railroad is built 
aoldy to hanl local pawnnfnn. andUie 
truthof the matter la, the companies 
derive little inooaae from this aoorce. 
What they want Is through travel. 
Take the Queen & Creseent road. It 
has two trains each way every day for 
only through pa.s.sengers, one only 
stopping at Lexington and Somerset 
in this state. Four other trains 
stop at all stations for tlie accommo- 
dation of pa.ssengers. If you were in 
a hurry to make a long journey, what 
would you .say when your train came 
to pass through some state and liad to 
■top efery few miles':' If you had 
evertnveled much and enjoyed up-to- 
date service, you would not only cuss 
that state's tegisUturebut every man, 
woann and child in it. Kentucky will 
always be a eentaqr bdiind the times 
VBtO aoaMthing is done to invite cap- 
ital to our borders. The present plan 
is to legislate against, and ran oat ev- 
ery enterprise thatcomea. What we 
want is more railroads, and 1k>w can 
we get them if we continue to tax and 
burden them with silly laws? Ken-

It con- 
tains 6,000 api^ trees, 18.000 peach 
trees, and many thmaaad plnma and 
pears. The peaches are set with the 
apples, and have done their best work 
by the time the apples need all the 
room. Mr Ledy fertilizes well, culti- 
vates persi-stently, and prunes peaches 
closely. He says that profit comes 
from quality, and quantity. An un- 
pruned tree will set from 1,200 to 2,- 
000 fruits. He does not wish over 2(MJ, 
and fewer are better. Of large varie- 
ties, 130 to 160 make a bushel and a 
bushel to a tree is enough. This means 
a small charge for picking, packing 
and freight, and a big price for fancy 
quahty. Last fall Mr. Ledy shipped 
two and one-iialf bushels to Philadel- 
phia and reeelTed grosa. A neigh- 
bor shipped ao boahela the same di^ 
to same Urm and rSe^Ted tO gross. 
Churges for pickli^, handling, etc., 
per bushel were the same. The 20 
bushel lot gave net returns of 30 cts. , 
or one and one half cents a bushel. 
The two and one-half bushel lot nett- 
ed $1.50 per bushel. Mr Ledy fertil- 
izes with acid phosphate and muriate 
of potash, 400 pf)unds rock to 100 lbs. 
muriate. For nitrogen he uses cow 
peas, crimson clover, e(G;--Country 
Gentleman.

The Glutton Sheep. 

As witli beef eattlo, tliere is a cer- 
t:iiii i.urallelogram lor >liape that one 
looks for in ilie mutton sheep. The 
judge will prol)at)ly take this iutocon- 
sideration by sizing liie sheep in his 
eye before any handling whatever. 
An ideal mutton sheep is never with- 
out good legs that come to tlie ground 
squarely, and give every indication of 
possessing power and strenRth to sup- 
port tlie body. Tiieaheep with letfi 
short, stocky and set weU apart will 
Invariably attract tbeatteoUon of the 
Juige of good mutton sbeep. 

Tta« mutton sbeep with fine bone 
seldom finds favor with the judge. 
He is inclined to inteprct surh indica- 
tions of lack in vigor, hardne.ss and 
indifferent respirDse to good feeding. 

The long narrow face is never con- 
sidered aiiylliing but a weakness 
among the mutton types, instead one 
desires to see the short nose and broad 
face, indicating heavy conformation. 

A mutt(»n slieep witli an "ewe neck" 
is ubout as much out of place as a dai- 
ry cow without tlie pronounced wedge 
shape formation. The drop in the 
front of the shoulders, called "ewe 
neck," is invariably avoided almost 
tasttnetively by both judge and expe- 
rienced feeder. 

A mutton slieep is never without 
good dqpih from the top of thesliould- 
er and a point midway between the 
foMlairB. Aa equaUy essential feat-

ure, and which follows chest depth in 
dose eovdatioB, is girth of heart. It 
is- hard to find a mutton sheep too 
strong in either of these two points. 

A prominent backbone or spine is 
avoided, as it is a sure indication of a 
deficiency of flesh along tlie back and 
loin. It is of .some considerable im- 
portance that a krood mutton .slieep be 
close coupled -that is, the distance 
between the last rib and the hip 
points be eoniparatively short. 

Among mutton sheep the wool is of 
mintir consequence, though it must 
be considered in connection with the 
other points of the carcass. 

The judge of a mutton dieep never 
fails topi^aUttleattenUonat least 
tothe thigh. There is a certain law 
of eoreiation of parts existing thro'- 
out the whole conformation. One 

never sees a poor thigh oa a first-class 

mutton body. 

There are numerous other points 
that the judges will invariably run 
Ofsr In judging a got>d mutton carcas, 
and thcso arc but a few of the most 
distinct, but will give a glimp.se of 
some of tlie more prominent features.

l)r(iduet. Thousandsof cans are slii[)p( d 
from San Kraneiseo to the por1^ of 
China and .Taj>an and tn Manila every 
week and in Mipp!ylng thi.- trade the 
United States holds ilie monopoly. But 
in regard to butter and cheese, while 
the outlook is bright, says officials of 
the department, still it is hardly pov- 
sible for as to compete with Austrella 
on equal terms in supplying these com- 
modities, for the reason that that coun- 
try lies sevoiMl thousand miles near- 
er the inarl^i ; thai, w,- do. Ihit when 
it oomes to Jap.ui. .American dairy 
I)r(idui-ts, it is belie vpd. Avi'l ]>f able to 
eompt ie with Australian butter on 
equal terms'. 

-\s above stated, the natives have 
cultivated little taste for butter or for 
cheese, so that the sales of these prod- 
ucts are made mostly for the large 
l airopean and American population in 
the principal seaports from Nagasaki 
to Singapore who up until a very short 
lime ago depended entirely on .\us- 
tralia for iheir supply. Now that tho 
agents from the United States are in 
the field, it is said that both dealers 
and customers are willing to buy 
American butter and <-heese, and in a 
majority of eases, have e.xjtressed a 
preference for the<r t wo products sent 
there from the United States.

A 
very eluaply constructed bc ai.I (any 
ile-irt d si. e). may be niaile as follows: 
I'se only the best quality of soli-vvood 
lumber, free fioin i>ileh and knots. 
The boards should be ev. iiiy cut the 
desired lenfj-th (a eonveni. nt si/e is 
"V-i l»y 3 feet), and fastened tightly and 
firmly together with cleats and screws. 
The screws should be driven from the 
back of the board, aud should be one- 
(|uarter-ineh shorter than the com- 
bined thickness of the cleat and board, 
.so that they shall not reach through 
to, and interfere with the surface of 
the board, l lic outside cleats should 
be put on flusli, or nearl3- so, with the 
ends of the boards; and the center 
cleat should be cut lonij cnouirh to ex- 
tend two or three inches altove and 
below the i)oar(l. \ post shou'd be 
firmly s. i in the ground to wliieh the 
board may be fastened by drivinir 
screws through the projecting ends of 
the center . cleat into the post anv 
desired height from the ground. This 
leaves the entire surface of t! • board 
free from screws or nails, ar. . It may 
be put up or taken down at will. 

To prepare the blackboard for use. 
take the best grain alcohol and shel- 
lac in tlie proportion of two parts of 
the former to one part of the latter; 
one jiiiit of alcohol to one-ha^f pint 
ofsliellac would .loubtless he sufticient. 
To this mixture add siiflieient of the 
best black droj) (powder), to give the 
desired color, which slooild be a dead 
black, and one ta bIespo,,nful of finely 
powdered pumice stone. This latter 
is added to give the mixture sufTioient 
grit to take the chalk freely when 
thoroughly hardened. Apply with an 
ordinarj paint brush, three or four 
coats, allowing each application to dry 
thoroughly before the next fs made. 
This formula has been sold at high 
prices, but was furnished me by an 
e.\peiieneed decorator, and "pro- 
nounced the best blackboard dressing 
in the market. Try it on your school 
blackboards, and save exorbitant 
charges by one hired to do the work.—

Such 
as thereore are ideal .paths until it hap- 
pens to rain or they become filled with 
superfluity of dust.- 
About half thetimetheseotherwi.se 
lovely ways are not fit to be traveled. 
.•\nd yet during all their seasons of 
disagreeableness, there aie hills of 
gravel lying within easy reach of their 
worst si)()t.s. Or there are banks of 
clay, which were burned, would make 
excellent ballast. 

The point is that people in rural lo- 
calities, where the building of macadam 
roads is a remote possibility should at 
OBce make the rery best use of th> 
mean« and asaterials at hand.

in winter, because of lacic of sunshine. 
On most farms vessels ar* washed and 
scalded and then put in tbe snnshine 
until wanted. Many winter days have 
no sunshine. Utensils should there- 
fore be boiled thoronphly or subject- 
ed to live steam if this is obtnii nble, 
\t any rate, irive them a ^in-.il scald- 
in<r in boilltiir water, and place them 
where they are exposed to outside air. 
Sunshine is the bc.-t possible disin- 
fectant. Keep your dairy utensils in 

Ihe sunshine as much as possible.

This is due to the care- 
less se!"o; ii>n of .^eed. .Ml the tii!;ers4)f 
a cro]) are sold for s^eed. when only the 
best should be selected. If the !ar<.»-est 
tubers from the thriftiest nrd slroiio- 
*8t plant* only are retained for seed 
there nx>uld be an improvement in the 
old Tarieties instead of detcritiration 
in quality. But a« long as seed potatoes 
tfring good prices there will be good 
•ad inferior ae«d naed.
